His career as a dip- 
lomat was, to be charitiable, 
somewhat less than successful. 
It was one of the major vulner- 
able points in his organization 
and has not been neglected by 
Sen. Gore. 


But, what gives the race a na- 
tional flavor is the fact that Mr. 
Cooper is running as an arch seg- 
regationist who is pledged to emu- 
late his avowed hero, Gov. Orval 
Faubus of Arkansas. His chief 
attack on Sen. Gore has been that 
the senator refused to sign the 
Southern manifesto, a document 
produced by Dixie senators about 
three years ago, which was criti- 
cal of 'the Supreme Court’s school 
decision. The Nashville Tennes- 
sean, which supports Sen. Gore, 
has described Mr. Cooper as hav- 
ing wrapped himself in a tattered 
Confederate uniform and gone 
into west Tennessee waving the 
stars and bars of the Confederacy 
singing Dixie. 

But, what really gives flavor to 
Mr. Cooper’s campaign is the fact 
that it is the Republicans of east 
Tennessee, whose forebears fought 
with the Federal army against 
the Confederates, who are also 
loud in support of this political 
reincarnation of the Confederacy. 


GOP Technique 


What goes on is a modern GOP 
technique of infiltration. Not hav- 
ing a chance to elect a Republican 
candidate, they throw in heavy 
support to a Democrat who will 
go along with them. 

Thus, in Memphis, Tenn., the 
oll Crump machine, Citizens for 
Progress, works for him in the 
western tier of states. In Knox- 
ville, Tenn., the Republican pa- 
per, The Journal, gives him sup- 
port as do the area’s GOP stal- 
warts. 


Money has come into Tennessee 
from the textile interests to help 
Candidate Cooper. They don’t like 
Sen. Gore because he spoke and 
voted for the reciprocal trade 
bills. 

Help for Mr. Cooper comes also 
from Texas. Texas money is avail- 
able for any and all Southern can- 
didates who will label themselves 
as strongly conservative. 


Power interests don’t care for 
Sen. Gore because he is a TVA 
supporter and has not helped the 
greedy interests which carry on a 
continuous fight to destroy the 


' Tennessee Valley Authority. 
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Mr. Cooper, a sort of one-man 
political Siamese twin exhibit— 
Democrat and Republican, too— 
has many billboards over the 
length and breadth of Tennessee. 
Sen. Gore has none. 

Sen. Gore voted for the bill 
which bars billboards from the 
federal highway program. The an- 
swer lies in that.

Broad Plan

Washington Wants 
Key Role for U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
—The United States will urge a 
broad stabilization program for 
the Middle East when the U.N. 
General Assembly gathers in 
emergency session next week. 

Informed sources said Wednes- 
day the United States will push a 


plan that calls for handing over 
to the United Natiohs a key role 
in keeping the Middle East stable. 
Details have not been worked out. 


The 1l-nation Security Council 
meets Thursday afternoon to con- 
sider rival U.S. and Soviet pro- 
posals for the emergency session 
of the Middle East. 


WITHOUT DELAY 


The Council is expected to act 
without delay. The U.S. proposal 
is given the best chance of win- 
ning the required seven votes. The 
veto does not apply. 


While U.N. rules say an emer- 
gency session must be convened 
within 24 hours after the Council 
acts, most delegates believe that 
the 8l-nation Assembly will not 
be under way until next Tuesday. 


The White House said President 
Eisenhower is considering wheth- 
er to deliver the opening speech 
for the United States. Eisenhower 
told his news conference he wants 
the Assembly to discuss the whole 
range of Mideast problems. 


CONSTRUCTIVE APPROACH 


The United States believes that 
a constructive approach will win 
the most support, especially from 
nations who do not want to see 
the Assembly turn into a bit- 
ter propaganda exchange between 
East and West. 


Informants said the United 
States wants to deal with at least 
three major problems in the Mid- 
dle East—Arab nationalism, eco- 
nomic development, and the Pal- 
estine refugee situation. 

They declared the United States 
would certainly bring up its 
charges that indirect aggression 
is a grave threat to Middle East 
peace, but that major emphasis 
would be on a long-range solu- 
tion. 


Britain gave outright support to 
the U.S. resolution but France 
only grudging approval. A French 
Foreign Ministry spokesman said 
his country would go along, but 
expressed doubt that the emer- 
gency session would settle any- 
thing.

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Unity Is Required 
For Civil Defense 


The latest wrangle over the direction 
in which the Atlanta Metropolitan Area 
civil defense effort will go will be healthy 
if some sort of agreement can be reached. 
Certainly a coordinated metropolitan 
program is the answer, not a conglomer- 
ation of efforts with each governmental 
unit going in different directions. 

In preliminary discussions of who 
shall take responsibility for an effective 
program under an expanded federal aid 
setup and who shall implement it, there 
were as many answers as there were peo- 
ple involved. This buck-passing is strange 
indeed. 

One thing is basic. The Atlanta met- 
ropolitan area is listed as a critical target, 
not merely Atlanta, but the entire pop- 
ulation district. In event of emergency, 
the problem would be one—not separate 
ones for Atlanta, for Fulton County, 
East Point or Marietta. There would be 
no time for petty bickerings, training or 
decisions. Involved is the population of 
all in the area. 

Atlanta officials want Fulton County 
to take over the problem of administering 
the program. County officials hope the 
city will take over for the area. East 
Point’s mayor is incensed over sharp re- 
marks allegedly made by Civil Defense Di- 
rector Elliott Jackson. Marietta divorces 
its setup from Cobb County. 

There always has been considerable 
lethargy about the civil defense problem 
here. Mr. Jackson probably is right in 
saying Atlanta is at the bottom of the 
list. 

Certainly it is time to get together 
in mapping a coordinated plan of action 
for the entire target area. Civil defense 
is not a political matter nor can we af- 
ford prima donna attitudes when the 
lives of almost a million people are in- 
volved. 

All governments concerned can raise 
the minimum amount needed to match 
$75,000 in federal funds with no great 


sacrifice to themselves. Meanwhile, it’s - 


time to get to the bottom of what’s hold- 
ing up the program, correct it and get 
the show on the road. We believe that is 
what the people want.

Atlanta’s Traffic Toll 


Must Be Cut Somehow 


In 1957 72 persons died in traffic ac- 
cidents within the City of Atlanta. At 
midyear 1958 the toll was 41. 

The 1957 record made our city look 
worst among 12 of its population class. 

The fatality index for 1957 was 14.6 
deaths per 100,000 population. The aver- 
age for the other 11 cities was 9.4. 

The best record in the population 
group was that attained by Kansas City 
—six deaths per 100,000. 

The executive vice president of the 
National Safety Council pointed cut the 
unpleasant fact of Atlanta’s standing in 
a speech here this week. 

He did not blame the high traffic 
death rate on inadequate policing. The 
police traffic department itself would be 
the first to admit there is room for im- 
provement in enforcement. 

He said the cause of accident preven- 
tion in Atlanta is suffering from lack of 
enough top-flight leadership. He urged 
greater support to the Atlanta Traffic 
and Safety Council.

Ike’s Press Conference 
Was Quite Disappointing 


President Eisenhower’s press confer- 
ence yesterday, the first in many weeks, 
was somehow disappointing in its vague- 
ness and lack of decision. 

Business and labor are heading for 
trouble, he said, if they do not hold down 
prices and wages to reasonable levels. it 
was, he said, up to them and not the 
government. The President did not say 
what he thought reasonable levels to be. 
Nor would he say if he thought them 
now reasonable or unreasonable. 

The President must know that this 
is something like the fourth or fifth time 
he has made this statement—and no one 
in either business or labor has paid him 
the slightest attention. They won’t now. 
Inflation proceeds. Mr. Eisenhower would 
have been much wiser, we believe, if he 
had said the administration was pre- 
pared with plans and that controls would 
be applied if business and labor did not 
act. It is not, as he said, entirely up to 
business and labor. 

The President also said the govern- 
ment had no special plans to cope with 
any crisis which might arise out of 
school integration efforts this fall. There 
must be, he said, every effort at state 
and local levels to deal peacefully with 
this problem. Now the President knows, 
as well as do the state and local govern- 
ments, that there will be disorder. 

We think it would be helpful if the 
administration would announce that the 
Department of Justice has or has not 
plans on this integration issue. 

There was no strong support for aid 
to education. The President was almost 
casual about the labor reform legislation. 

Throughout the entire press confer- 
ence, as it came through on the wire, 
there seemed to be an air of White House 
detachment. 

No one expected any revelation of 
administration plans for the proposed 
U.N. meeting. But it was too bad there 
were not some inspiration, some promise 
of aid to education and a stirring appeal 
for action against rackets in labor and 
a forthright position on inflation. 

It sounded flat—almost bored.

The top producers, which in- 
clude executives and corpora- 
tions, can utilize highly trained 
legal specialists in this field to 
take advantages of the loopholes 
in the statute or bring sufficient 
pressure upon the lawmaking 
bodies for relief through legisla- 
tion to relax the harshness found 
in the act. 

The so-called middle-class wage 
earners stand completely naked 
and unarmored and bear the 
brunt of the tax burden. 

Intelligent reasoning _— clearly 
shows that the modus operandi 
of our present antiquated tax 
structure is that “everybody 
rides for free, but a delegated 
few pay the bill.”

Let Congress Act 
To Regulate Itself 


WASHINGTON—It is beginning to come at 
last and none too soon: Strong bipartisan initi- 
ative is being taken in the Senate to lock the 


barn door before public trust in the government is stolen by the gift- 
givers, gift-receivers and influence-dispensers. 


In the wake of similar proposals 
from the other side of the aisle 
by Sens. Richard Neuberger, 
Paul Douglas and Joseph Clark, 
Republican Sen. Clifford P. Case 
of New Jersey is putting forward 
an eminently practical and real- 
istic measure which goes to the 
heart of the needed reforms. 


It applies equally to executive 
and legislative officials. 

It erects a substantial barrier 
against the purchasers of influ- 
ence. 

By requiring disclosure it 
makes it less attractive to give 
purposeful favors to federal of- 
ficials and less easy to accept 
them. 

It does not go so far—like mak- 
ing the acceptance of any gift 
of any kind illegal—as to be un- 
workable but goes far enough to 
lay a significant restraint upon 
the unethical both inside and out- 
side the government. 

It helps remove the regulatory 
agencies from secret influences. 

That’s not bad; it’s good. 

Sen. Case’s measure follows the 
pattern Sen. Neuberger laid out 
a few weeks ago and seems to 
me the most workable method of 
reform yet proposed. Here is 
what it would do:

Tomberlin’s testimony on the 
golf course work paralleled 
Emanuel’s testimony of Tuesday. 
However, Emanuel went further 
in saying that no payment was 
ever made under the contract set 
up for the golf course work, but 
that payment was made under 
another contract. 

Tomberlin insisted that the high- 
way department was erroneous in 
reporting a $103,000 shortage. He 
conceded that there could be a 
shortage of as much as 10 per 
cent, but sald this would not be 
too unusual: for the amount of 
work ($240,000) covered by the 
contracts. ' 

The highway department has 
reported there are discrepancies 
in practically every one of the 27 
Baxley road contracts. 


SLIPPED UP 


At one point during Wednes- 
day’s hearing, Assistant Attorney 
General Hughel Harrison, who 
has headed the attorney geyeral’s 
Baxley investigation, asked Tom- 
berlin to explain a $23,635 short- 
age of work under one contract. 

“Somebody has just slipped up 
in the remeasurement of the 
work,”” Tomberlin contended. 

The witness said, “I know Mr. 
Emanuel and I have not padded 
any estimates in the amount of 
$103,000.” 

Tomberlin noted several times

He said it was inconceivable 
that six weeks later the highway 
department would make another 
investigation and find a $103,000 
shortage of work.

When State 
Auditor B. E. Thrasher Jr. and 
newspapers blasted the depart 
ment’s report on this investiga- 
tion, the department initiated a 
new survey of the projects with- 
out the help of the mayor and the 
two Baxley engineers. 


This survey turned up the $103,- 
000 shortage.

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How To Buy Vegetables 


By VIRGINIA DYSARD 
Constitution Food Editor 


Summer is fresh vegetable 
time. But there is more to shop- 
ping for them than just walk- 
ing up to the counter and point- 
ing to something. The following 
buying tips will give more saiis- 
faction for each dollar spent for 
fresh vegetables. 


Cabbage should have a fresh, 
crisp appearance and be heavy 
for its size. Sweet corn should 
be kept cool. Corn can lose up 
to half its sugar content in just 
one day of summertime tem- 
perature. Alert wholesalers and 
retailers keep this iiem refrig- 
erated right to the time you 
buy. 

Cucumbers, crisp, green ones 
are best. Withered or shriveled 
ones actually are tough and can 
be bitter also. The slimmer the 
cucumber the smaller the seeds. 
A good eggplant is firm, dark 
purple and smooth. Dark brown 
spots are decay, so take care. 

Everyone expects to buy 
crisp, green beans, not the tired, 
shopworn ones. The smaller the 
bean, the smaller the seed in- 
side, and the more tender too. 
Use tomatoes as they ripen, re- 
membering to keep them away 
from direct sunlight and heat 
above 8 degrees. A well-light- 
ed place is good. 

Peaches remain the top fruit 
buy for eating, canning and 
freezing. Watermelons, too, are 
plentiful in supply and pleasing 
in price, and top in quality. 
This is the time to make those 
watermelon-rind pickles. Varie- 
ties of apples are increasing at 
pleasing prices. Apple pie is 
good any time, and now could 
be the time. 

Mrs. Betty Alexander. Exten- 
sion Consumer Information spe- 
Cialist, reports that red meat 
prices are at higher levels 
than at this time last year. But 
cattle on feed are relatively 
large, so this should mean that 
Wwe can expect to see slightly 
lower prices on better quality 
beef as the cattle move to the 
market. Rib and round steaks 
fall in the moderately priced 
beef this week while smoked 
picnics and ham rate as pork 
choices. 

If there are ripe figs on the 
tree in the back yard, make 
good use cf them. You'll be glad 
you did this winter. 

CANNING FIGS 

Make a light syrup. Wash 
and drain firm-ripe figs. Cover 
with hot water. Heat to boil- 
ing. Let stand five minutes. 
Drain. Pack figs into hot jars. 
Add one tablespoon lemon juice 
to each quart. Cover fruit with

Stir until 
sugar dissolves. Add figs. Boil 
until clear. Add lemons when 
figs are about % done. If the 
syrup becomes too thick before 
figs are clear, add boiling 
water, 42 cup at a time. Let 
stand 12 to 24 hours in a cool 
place. Pack preserves into hot 
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jars. Process pints and quarts 
30 minutes at simmering (180- 
185 degrees) in a water-bath. 
NOTE: Although the product 
will not be as high in quality, 
figs may be preserved without 
ecling. If unpeeled, figs should 
be covered with water and 
boiled 15 to 20 minutes, and 
drained, before adding to syrup. 
A few whole allspice, a bit of 
cnramon or ginger may be tied 
in a cloth bag and cooked with 
the figs.

1 galion figs 
5 cups sugar 
3 cups Vinegar 
1 tbisp. cloves 
1 tolsp. allsp.ce 
2 sticks cimnamon 

Wash, drain, and peel firm- 
ripe figs. (If preferred un- 
peeled, pour boilifig water over 
figs and let stand until cold.) 
Add 3 cups sugar to 8 cups wa- 
ter. Boil slowly 30 minutes. Add 
remaining sugar, Vinegar, 
spices tied in bag.

Baby Fat Is Inherited 


Suddenly one morning you 
look closely at the most won- 
derful child in the world and 
discover to your horror that he 
or she seems fat. 

His cheeks puff out like bal- 
loons, his clothes are tight, and 
there are places, you note with 
dismay, where he hangs in folds. 

How did it happen? Why did 
not you notice it sooner? What 
can you do? Is he going to 
grow up to bea circus freak? 
Can it be glandular? Is it un- 
happiness? ‘You have read 
somewhere that unhappy chil- 
dren gorge to: make up for 
everything else.) Will dieting 
help? 

If I had a child whose fat 
seemed unhealthy, I first would 
look at his diet and quickly 
eliminate fat and starchy foods 
in favor of proteins and veg- 
etables. 


PROPER EXERCISE 


I next would see that he had 
about three times as much ex- 
ercise as he had been having. 
If, after a month or so, I no- 
ticed no change, I would take 
him to the pediatrician. 

What are the chances of a 
glandular disorder? Slim. Dr. 
Harold D. Lynch, in his practi- 
cal, authoritative book, ‘Your 
Child Is What He Eats,” says 
flatly: “It should be stated right 
now that overweight children 
are almost never found to be 
suffering from a glandular dis- 
order.” 

Is it a deep-seated psychologi- 
cal disturbance? Occasionally, 
but not often. These children 
are fearful, anxious, and deeply 
unhappy. They seem to find joy 
only in eating and have an un- 
controlled craving for food. Often 
they started out thin and under- 
nourished. Once they ate too 
little; now they eat too much. 

Much obesity, Dr. Lynch says, 
has an hereditary background. 
Many fat children are large 
boned. Others have bones of 
normal size but apparently have 
an inherited tendency to fat. If 
your child is fat, look around 
the ancestral tree before you 
worry too much. Are the par- 
ents fat? An aunt? An uncle? 
A grandparent?

until the home stretch of ado- 
lescence. The fat child does not 
slow down after 6 or 7. He con- 
tinues to gain weight, so that 


he is a problem at 8, 9, 10, and 
11 as well as early adolescence. 
He literally loves to eat. 

Dr. Lynch says parents should 
not expect the doctor to be of 
immediate help during these 
trying years. Drugs and gland 
therapy, he says, are of little 
value and may be _ harmful. 
Ridiculing the child (Fatty) or 
trying to force him to stay 


away from food drives him back 
to it. 

Adults have the same prob- 
lem. They stay away from food 


only when health, shame, or 
appearance makes it manda- 
tory. A child, too, must have an 
incentive. That incentive, Dr. 
Lynch contends, is understand- 
ing that he will look better and 
feel better, and possibly will be 
liked better. Diet is his only 
hope: limited starches and 
sweets, ample proteins — but 
not until he will help with it.

Speed Plans 
On Renewal, | 


Jones Warns |

Col. Malcolm Jones, director of 
the city’s urban renewal depart- | 
ment.

At any rate, Brown went to bat for Murtaugh and handed 
Danny a full-season ticket in Pittsburgh. Murtaugh has never 
given Joe L. any cause to regret the decision. 

Tutnstiles are whirling at Forbes Field—the Pirates are almost 
200,000 ahead of last year’s attendance—and Murtaugh is the toast 
of the town. 

What are the: factors responsible for Pittsburgh’s revival in 
the standings? 

“Pitching, geed defensive play and timely hitting,’”’ Mur- 
taugh said via long distance Wednesday afternoon before the 
Bucs went out @ battle Milwaukee. ‘‘Qur pitching has been 
sensational lately. You know we had 32 shutout innings in a 
row before Milwaukee broke the string. 

“We're getting mighty fine pitching from some ex-Southern 
Leaguers,”’ Murtaugh added. ‘“‘Curt Raydon and George Witt have 
helped recently. And, of course, there’s Ronnie Kline, Vern Law 
and Roy Face who were down in New Orleans. Bob Friend is our 
biggest winner, though. He’s got 14. | 

“You can’t overemphasize how much Face has helped us. He’s 
saved about 17 games. He’s got a fine fast ball, curve and fork 
ball, and he’s got a rubber arm. He’s ready every night. 


—Big Stu Discovers Finesse and Humility 


“That fellow you had for a spell last summer gave us a big 
lift. I’m talking about Dick Stuart. He isn’t hitting much for av- 
erage, but he’s knocked in some important runs. He can really 
belt the long ball. 

“Tell you something else,’’ Murtaugh continued. “‘Stuart’s doing 
a swell job at first base. Really, there hasn’t been anything 
wrong with his fielding.” 

Murtaugh also insisted that Big Stu is now blessed with humil- 
ity. He emphatically denied a report that he has outfitted Stu with 
an invisible muzzle. 

It is difficult to believe that Stu is fielding flawlessly and 
remaining silent. Bué Murtaugh is a man noted for honesty, 
and strange things have been happening in Pittsburgh all year. 

Murtaugh cited Frank Thomas and Bob Skinner, two of 10 
Pelican old grads on the roster, for their contributions. 

“Thomas has done a remarkable job at third base for a fellow 
with so little experience at the position, and he’s knocked in more 
than 80 runs already. He’s really a great ball player now. 

“But the most pleasant surprise is Bob Skinner. He’s around 
.330, and he’s tough up there. He’s our only .300 hitter.” 

It is only natural that Murtaugh should applaud his Pirates. 
Relegated to another second division finish, they’ve developed into 
long-shot pennant contenders. What about the stretch run? 

“Anything can happen with a young ball club,” Murtaugh re- 
plied. “If we can hang in there through August, we'll have most 
of our games at home in September. We’ll have a chance, but beat- 
ing Milwaukee is a tough assignment. The Braves are a solid ball 
club.”’ 

The Pirates don’t compare with the Braves, but according to 
the standings, they’re better than five other N.L. teams.

Allowing fewer balls and strikes will shorten baseball games 
and batting practice pitching will produce a rash of home runs. 

Those were two points an exhibition game between Atlanta 
and Memphis employing ‘‘streamlined” rules tended to prove 
Wednesday night. 

That the Chicks beat the Crackers 8-3 mattered none at all. 
That five innings, in which 11 runs scored, were played in a mere 
46 minutes was of no importance.
